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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed April 20, 2006 
averring the cited prior arts' failure to teach saturated phospholipids have been consdiered, but are not found persuasive. Examiner notes 
that although the primary reference fails to teach saturated phospholipids, the secondary references teaches both unsaturated and 
saturated phospholipids and the additions of cations to stabilize the composition, therefore, possesing the teachigns of the cited prior arts, 
one ofordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to employ the Materne's method to stabilize Weer's composition, 
applicant's arguments filed April 20, 2006 averring the presence of unexpected results have been considered, but are not found 
persuasive. As discussed in the previous office action mailed December 21 , 2005, it is applicant's burden to demonstrate unexpected 
results over the prior art. See MPEP 716.02, also 716.02 (a) - (g). Furthermore, the unexpected results should be demonstrated with 
evidence that the differences in results are in fact unexpected and unobvious and of both statistical and practical significance. Ex parte 
Gelles, 22 USPQ2d 1318, 1319 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1992). Moreover, evidence as to any unexpected benefits must be "clear and 
convincing" In re Lohr, 137 USPQ 548 (CCPA 1963), and be of a scope reasonably commensurate with the scope of the subject matter 
claimed, In re Under, 173 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1972). In the instant case, the superior stability is an expected results. Even arguendo, the 
unexpected benefits are not commensurate with the scope of the subject matter claimed. Only two phospholipids are shown in the 
declaration and yet, the instant claims encompassed all of the phospholipids. Therefore, the unexpected benefits are not commensurate 
with the scope of the subject matter recited in the claims. 
No unanswered arguments are presented herein. 
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
